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TAKE CARE OF THE RIVERS,

It is to be hoped that if the project of
establishing railway quarantine stations
outside the city is carried out great care
will be taken as to the drainage from these
places, On that point may depend the
guestion whether such stations may not be
the surest way of spreading the disease, if
it comes so near.

It = to be noted that any station
established by the Baltimore and
Ohio weuld have to be on the line
of the Youghiogheny, and -that by
the Pennsyivania Railroad must be on
sireams that drain either into the Monon-
gabels or Allegheny. It is the record of
the cholera in Spain that it follows the
water eourses, One outbreak by letting
the germs get into the streams carried
them to other towns lying further down
the river. At Hamburg, also, it is well
cottied that the disease got its spread
by the poliution of the river whence
water supplies are obtained. If is
evident therefore that if there were a
cholera quarantine on either the Yough-
iogheny, the Kiskiminetas or the Cone-
meugh, 4 single act of carelessness might
be the means of spreading the disease far
a1l wile, mpt only throughout these eities,
but down the Ohio Valley.

Itis to be hoped that the choleea wili
not gt into the ocountry. At present the
measures adopted for holding it ountside
our poris seem to be meeting with fair
spceess  Butif the time does come for
loca! quarantines the loestion of stations
and their drainage will be matters requir-
ing the utmost care and sieepless vigil-

FREMONT AND LINCOLN,

Extracts from the life of Mrs, Jessie
Benton Fremont, published elsewhores re-
cite the old story of her husband’s first
emancipation proclamation, with the in-
tention of showing that Genera! Fremont
was 1o advance of Linoin on the ques-
tion of abolishing slavery. To those
whose memory runs back to war times
this is merely recounting familar history.
To the greater number whose memory
falls short of the first s=ason of the war
the repetition of that fragment of history
will be of interest. The story is told from
the side of General Fremont in the article
referred to; but as to the main facts there
is po dispute. 1t is true that Geperal
Fremont was so far in advance of Presi-
dent Lincoln that b2 issued an emancipa-
tion proclamation in 1861; that it was
revoked by order of President Lincoln
and that this fact made Fremont the
favorite of the advane=d or radieal ring,
even in 1864, after President Lincoln had
come up to the emancipation platform.

The facts cannot change the world’s
estimate of the two men, as it has stood
for thirty year=. Fremont undertook to
scttle the slavery question on his own au.
thority, aud necessarily the President de-
clined to have his admiuistration’s conrse
on the great political issue of the day pre-
seribed by the commander of a military
department whose sole duly it was to be

at the enemy. Fremont wuss more than
a year in advance of Lincoln on
the slavery question; but Lincoln's

wag the rarer quaiity of bringing
the reform to consummation at the
time when the people were ready
for it, and when it wounld sucoeed, It did
not take very long for intelligent people
to perceive that if Fremont’s proclamation
had been accepted by the administration
in 1861, enough people would have been
alienated in the North to have made the
prosecution of the war verv doubtful. A
year and a quarter later emancipation was
possible, and Lincoln as the President of
the United States proclaimed it

General Fremont was in many respects
a fine character and the disposition of his
family to exalt ns record is pardonable.
But even that effort eannot put the rep-
utation of tha impulsive, showy and In-
discrest Fremont above the fame of the
patient, eautious and unerring Lineoin,

APATHY AT THE STATE ELECTIONS.

The lesson of the State elections that
have taken place so far is that of de-
creased majorities in sure States on both
s'des. Alabama on one side fully offsets
Vermont on the other, and Arkansas does
not make much of a change, so that up to
the present time the honors of the cam-
naign are even.

The Democrats think that the efforts of
Republican orzans to explain the reduced
plurality in Vermont are very amusing.
That is usually the case when organs have
to explain things that do not suit their
side. It was the case with the Demo-
cratie organs, when they found Alabama's
old hundred thousand majority dwindled
down to a beggarly ten thousand. When
Democracy isablé to turn a blind eye to
a somewhat large fact of that sort, why
shouid vot Republicans have the same
liberty to dodge arcund a little 5,000 to
10,000 decrease in their Vermont vote.

The truth is that up to the present time
the State elections show that the peopls
have not much interestin the eampaign
where the result is a foregone conclusion,
Whether that apathy on both sides will
extend to Novemberis something that is
not presaged by the State elections. We

SUPPORT FOR A FAITHFUL OFFICIAL.

It is the general impression that the
local managing politiclans and “glate-
makers” have contracted for more than
they can perform In undertaking to beat
Country Controller Grier out of a renom-
ination. The chief cause of this antagon-
ism to Controller Grier is that be faith-
fully and courageously defend-d the in.
terests of the taxpayers acearding to his
lights on all occasions, and notably so
when he defeated the attempt of his co-
officials to draw salaries about double as
large a8 they had been getting, A Con-
troller who refuses a $4,000 addition which
he might have bad upon his own annual
salary—were he only pliant enough to
take it—and who is willing any day to
incur enmity rather than shirk his duty, is
not of such common mould among office-
holders that the public will - feel disposed
to kick him out at the bidding of those
whom his fidelity has offended,

In selecting Mr. Miller to run against
the sturdy Controller the managers ara
almost as unkind to Mr. Miller as to Mr.
Grier. Mr. Miller isa very popular and
estimable Republican, who would “doubt-
less make an acceptable candidate for any
executive positiod under ordinary eireum-
stances.

They were mostly
frosh-water herring, with a sprinkling of
the more toothsome white fish and blas and
yollow pike, 1 msked the boss of the flab.
Bonse whither most of the flsh would be
pont. To my surprise he replied: “The
best partof it to New York—though we are
shipping our usual amount to Pittsburg and
other inland townps."” .

This sounds ke sending coal to New-
enstle, but the Tish sharp explained to me
that in spite of the remsrkable plenty and
variety of the sen fish tobs had in New
York's markets, there is still a good demand
for some of the lake fish, It fs a delioats
thing to time shipments of lake flsh to New
York so that they ahall veach there when
sen fish is searce and high. All the buying
and selling of the Iake catch is done by tele-
graph. Now and then dealers in New York
lngudly laft. The other day, for lnstance,
this Erie firm, of which 1 speak, consizned a
large quantity of the flnest flsh to New
York, and ns {Il-luck would have it, for days
after its arrival the market was glutted with
salt water fish, and of course priced and the
demand alinoat fell to the vanishing poins.

Fish for Winter Use,

The practice of pressrving lake fish for
the winter season by freezing them I8 of
comparatively recent adoption, but 1t is be.
coming & more imporiant branch of the
business every year, For example, an Erle
firm, which owns seven or eight tugs and
several sallboats and does easlly the larg-
est business at that pors, last winter stored
and sold 130 tons of frozen fish during the
winter. They were fllling thelr blxy refrig-
erators with flah when I was there last
week, The method s this: The flah are

ked in filat tin Dboxes, high enough to
old two layers, und thess boxes are sube
Jected to the sotion of & powerful freezing
mixture applied upon the swme prineiple as
that used 11 making ice eream, The result
fsshat the fish are 1rozea till they aré ns
hard as o briock. I saw the man nnpacking a
lot of them from boxes, nnd every now snd
axain as he lifted out a cake of frozen fish
about 4 feet long and 2 wiile, it wonld snap
in two crispiy 48 & slab of ice might, In
this frogen shape they are stored away in
the blg refrigerating chamber, where the
temperature al ways stnnds abong 26° or 37—
that is five or six degrees below the freez-
ing point,
They don't look like flsh as they stand in
stnoks rowching from the floor to the roof,
but when yoo ear some of them next winter,
as you are likely to do, you wun't know
thein, I'm told, from fish tnre just iresh
from the water. A man who tried some
Columbisu salinon stored in this fashion
six months after it had been caughs, told
me that it had Pmornd all its flavor and
firmuoess, as well ss the less delicate evi-
dence of freshnesa.

A Fioral Gold Mine,

The cultivation of the canna asa garden
flower for common use about private resl-
dences is one uf the pretcless results of the
new horticultural sohool's teaching. The
great graceiul leaves of this plant ave gen-
erally st their best now,and the orimson
plumes of their blossoms add greatly to the
plant's beauty.

Of all Whittier's Dballads the best known
is probably “Mand Mullen," who “on a sum-
mer day raked the mehdow sweet with hay."
This is almost entirely n creation of purs
fanoy, 1ts only roulity being that one day
as Whittler was driving along a dusty
rond he pped Bt a ide spring to
drink. In an adjoining field was & girl elnd
in the seintiest sumunier attive, who en-
deavored to cover lier Uare lest with the
hay she was raking, blushing all the time
s0 that the ruddy Nmnn#lotm plainly
through the brown sun tan of her oleeks.
From such n trifling Incldent grew this

John Brown and the Negro Child.

The baretoot boy is autobiographiesl in
its ebharacter, being drawn entirely from the
youthful experiences of its author.

. The Story of Sk.pper Ireson,

The story of Bkipper Ireson was told
Whittler by n schoolmate, & young girl from
Marblobead, and 30 years later s
proved the foundation of the GLallad,
It seems that in the early parv of the
centtiry Captain Benjumin Ireson was re-
turning from the Grand Banks in command
of the schooner Besty. Off Cape Cod one
midnight he descried alumbar schooner in
a sinking condition. With n high ses yun-
ning and a stronz wind blowing the skipper
and iiis equally gullty erow made no nttempt
to rescne its doomed saflors, but hastened
on toward home. Once there his oom-
panions placed all tha blume on the Captain
und sf course he had no deiense.

Nothing was said ior some time, but finally
& seeret meeting wus held to disonss the
watter. On the following day Irescn wns
thrown Into a condemped dory and his
hands were bound. A buoket of tar had
been prepared and the orowd, a hnndred
strong, laid hold of a long rope attached to
tho dory and started to deag it turongh ghe
town. Having received a gift of two pil-
lows from the wife of one Captain Bruce as
thoy woent along, shey proceeded to the ous-
skirts of she villuge where the tarand festh-
ars were applied and well rabbed in, two
lumps of tar on his temples being decornted
with goose leathers. The warch weas then
resumed toward Salem, but the bottom comn-
ing ount of the dory thelr victim was placed
in a cart. The authorities rerusing to let
tham come into Enlem they released their
prisoner, who said: *I thank you for my
ride, gentiemen: but you will live to re-
gret it.’” This wns the only time he spoke
during the procsedings.

Marblehesd Never Got Over It,

One of his townsmen being asked what
effect the tarring had on the skipper, re-
plied: “gowed him to death, cowsd him to
death.” The original doggeral, as sung by
the boys of Marbleliead, ran thus:

Tha Plilags of the Palatine,
Edward Everett Hale says that “the most

ohurming an'l best authentieated of all our
traditfons s that commemorated in
Whittier's. beautiful ULnallad, the Pala-
tine.” It is m story of the plllagse and
burning of n shiip by wreckers, and its an-
pual reappearance as & phantom sbip of
fire, The chip Palatine dritted. ashore one
night on Bloek Island, The wreckers
boarded her, and landed all the miserable
pissengers except one woman who had
muoh goid and sliver plate on board and
reinsed to lenve her treasure.  The ship was
towed into a cove by the wreckers, wno,
baving pillaged her, fived her and set her
adrift with the unfor unate womun on
bosrd. In she darkness of n stormy winter
night theship drifted nway, her spars und
cordage painted in fire on the |k|y and the
sea hlood-red below, while the shrieks of the
abandoned woman gradually grew Mminter.

And there Is no better au’hentlonted phe-
nomenon than the mass of flame which to
this duy freqnently appears on the sea
about Block Island, a pnenomemon which
has never been fully sand satisfactorily ex-
plained.

Parbara Frietehle and Her Fing.

Whittier says that the story of Barbara
Frietohie was no invention of his, but cnme
to him from sources whieh he considered
entirely relinble; that it had been published
in the newspapers, end had gained public
credence in Washington snd Muryland be-
fore his poem wos written. But later, when
the story nd been denied in toto by cor-
tain prominent persous, he wrote as fol-
lows:

“*The story was probably incorrect in some
of ita detuils. It is admitted by sll that
Barbara Frieteh ie wasnomyth,bnt s worthy
and highly esteemed gentlewoman, intense-
Iy loysl,and a hater of ¢he slavery rebelifon,
holding her Union flag sucred and keeping
it with her Bible; thut when the Coufeder-
ates halted bLefore her houseand entered
hetr doorwuy, she denounced them n vigor-
ous Innguuge, shook har cane in cheir fmces,
and drove them ont; and, when General
Burnside's troops tollowed close upon Jaok-
RON's, "uua waved her flag and cheered
them. 2

1t in stated shat May Quoantrell, & brave
and loyel ludy in another pars of the city,
did wave her flag lu sight of the Confeder-
ates, Itis possible that there has been &
blending of the two incidents. And it is
known that some of the offlesrs, with onur-
noteristic Southorn politeness, raised their
hats to Mes. Quantrell, saying, “To you,
mnadnm, not your flag." A niece of Barburn
Frietehie clnims thnt to her positive knowl-
edge nernunt did not wuve n flag, lor she
wius in the house at the time, kod she never
knewanyihing of it.  But it s also clatmed
thnt while the Confedersates were pussing
the house she was hidden under the bed
gnving bher nrayers in German, Desplie
whntever truth there may be fn the denils,
the bailad is one which wiil long preserve
the story.
